W ashington, M arch 6th.—The new Cabinet 
m em bers took possession of th eir respective de­ 
partm ents to-day.

u ak er arrived from P hiladelphia this m orning. 
All called at the W hite House and paid th eir 
respects and received their coinmi>hions 
They 
then w ent to the departm ents and took the oath 
of office. 
Secretary-of-the-Navy Tracv was (he first to 
qualify, w hich he did ut 11:30. 
recretarv-of- 
vvar P rocter was the next, and the otheis as 
fast as they reached th eir respective places. 
B laine took the oath at 2 o’clock. The various 
chiefs of d iv isio rsan d other prom inent officials 
each w aited on the new Secretaries and ten 
dertd their resignations, but were generally 
asked to w ait aw ni e. 
The newly qualified Cabinet officers had little 
opportunity to attend to official business this 
afternoon, as they were engaged in receiving a 
continuous line o f callers 
Assistant Secretaries Thompson and M -ynanl 
had a special interview w ith secretary Windom 
this ai ernoon and placed th eir resignaiioas at 
his disposal. They inform ed him of th eir will- 
Idgness to assist him in t: e perform ance of his 
official dm es until he com pletes the organiza­ 
tion oi his departm ent in accordance * iih his 
own wishes, and iht relore they would continue 
at their desks until their 
sucres ors 
were 
selected. Windom repli. d hat he appreciated 
the r kindness, and would litt act upon their 
resignations u n til i,e hufl conferred w ith the 
President on the subject.

F.A IbK O A D SUBJECTS. 


M a tte rs D isc u ssed a t th e C o m m issio n e rs' 
C o n fe re n c e T esierd w v . 
Washington. March 6th.—The first subject 
discussed at to-day's session of the Slate Kail 
road Commissioners' conference was that of 
uniform classification. At the conclusion of the 
debate, a resolution was adoption declaring 
that a uniform classification ol freights would 
prom ote the welfare and convenience of sh ip ­ 
pers and of the railroad rom par.il s, and com ­ 
m ending a conservative but persistent effort to 
th at end. 
I he whole subject of uniform ity in 
railw ay legislation was relerred to a com m ittee 
w ith instructions to report s t a letter session. 
On motion of Crocker a resolute 11 was adopted 
urging the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
earnestly consider w hat can be done to prevent 
great lotó of life and lim b in coupling and un­ 
coupling freight cars, and further in w hat wav 
the growth of the system of heating passenger 
cars from locomotives, or other ringle sources, 
cau be prom oted, to the end that the Commis­ 
sion may m ake recom m endations in the prem ­ 
ises to the various railroads w ithin its jurisdic­ 
tion, and m ake such siiggestions as to legisla­ 
tion 011 these subiects as m ay seem to it neces­ 
sary and exj edient.

Washington, March 6tb.—The D epartm ent of 
Superintendents of th e N ational Association 
beKftn its three-days’ session to d ay . The at­ 
tendance is larger than at any previous meet- 
iug, tw enty-nine States beiug represented. Su­ 
perintendent Fred M. Campbell, oi Oakland. 
Oal . as President, calk d the m eeting to o d e r . 
and his b n ef address o f welcome was well re^ 
ceived. In the course of his rem arks he said- 
“ As President for the year, I have the pleasure 
of calling to order, for it* spring session, th e 
D epartm ent of Superintendents of the N ational 
E ducational Association o f the United States— 
the grand arm y of S12.0CO public school teachers 
of our country—those whose office it is to con­ 
serve and to direct th at most ’m porrant fac­ 
tor of our national prosperity, the A m er­

schools. 
The 
seeue 
w rn e n e d tw o days ago in this cityj m a r w ell 
have draw n h ith er the great coucourse of peo­ 
ple who thronged the halls and thoroughfares 
of the nation's C apital. Nay. more* th an this, 
it is a scene w hich m ay w ell havo centered the 


gaze of the world. But, gentlem en, it is the in­ 
ten ets which were present which has largely 
niipe this scene thus possible. Cause m ust ever 
to greater than effect. Under the dom e of the 
Capitol and in the cham ber of the Cabinet the 
m achinery #f legislation does its work, but the 
real force lies far back in the developm ent of 
the brain force and the training of the w ill 
power that gave us m en capable of regulating 
a hairs so com plex and so vast. Viewed in this 
light, our assem bly is one of no sm all im port, 
and its deliberations assum e a dignity that can­ 
not be easily overrated.” 
Deputy United states Commissioner Holcomb 
was then introduced and pronounced an ad ­ 
dress of welcome, after which the regular pro­ 
gram m e was entered upon. The Convention 
will adjourn on Friday evening. 


A GORGEOUS SPECTACLE. 


T h e M agn ificen t P y ro tech n ic D isp la y in 
H on or o f H arrison. 
IN ashiNGTON, March Gth.—The display of de­ 
ferred firewarks from the M onum ent Grounds 
to-night was undoubtedly the most brilliant 
ever witnessed in W ashington. The exhibition 
began w ith an illun ination of Pennsylvania 
Avenue, lrom the Treasury D epartm ent to the 
Capitol, a distance of over one m ile, bv m eans 
of m agnesium suns. The night w as'uncom - 
monly dark, and the great w hite shaft of the 
W ashington M onum ent afforded a background 
the peer of w hich can hardly be found in the 
world. 
The first set displayed was composed of large 
portraits of President H arrison and Vice-Presi­ 
dent Morton fram ed in brilliant colors and rest­ 
ing upon au easel. So lifelike were these por­ 
traits th at at a distance o f a m ile each was read­ 
ily recognized. Following these cam e m arvel­ 
ous fountains of 


SPARKLING ELECTRIC STARS, 
M yriads of flying rockets, in every conceivable 
tint, bombs w hich—bursting hundreds of feet in 
air—m seharged thousand of sm aller shells, 
w hich 111 turn exploded, producing a grandly 
beautiful effect; and then bonfires of colored 
lights w hich, reflecting th eir rays upon the 
great w hite obelisk, transform ed it into a shaft 
of burnished brass, and again into one of gar­ 
net, and then of em erald, or sapphire, while 
the tow ering structure was vividly outlined 
against a sky of intense black. 
A nother set pitea pictured the south front of 
the W hite House, every detail of pillar and 
capital, window and carved cornice appearing 
w ith perfect distinctness. The last of the pieces 
represented the Capitol building. 


THE CLOSING SCENE 
Of the exhibition was a gorgeously brilliant 
° ? ej a ?ns 
thousands of blue rockets, ex­ 
ploded by electricity, shot up from the base of 
the m onum ent to its sum m it. Thousands of 
others—in yellow, scarlet, green, purple and 
garnet—followed in quick succession, until the 
sky was aflame w ith scintillating stars of won­ 
drous hues. This great eruption continued for 
some tim e, and was witnessed by upw ard of 
fifty thousand people.

The Arabs fought des­ 
perately, never receding an inch until the dead 
and dying lay around in large num bers. There 
was no attem pt at flight until th eir chief, 
Bushisi, fell, m ortally wounded. 
The Germ ans recaptured two caunou which 
the natives secured iu a lorm er battle. No effort 
was m ade to take prisouers. The Germ ans now 
are strongly intrenched at Bogomoyo, and hold 
the place perm anently to smooth the way for 
nissm ann s expedition.

A X c g r o O n t h e N e g r o 's F n d a r e . 
_ The latest contribution to the d iscussion 
in the Foru i-of the negro question,, is bv 
a negro writer. Prof. \V. * Scarborough, 
of Wilberforce University, Ohio. 
In the 
March number he reviews with a deal of 
severity the treatment of the negro <y»es- 
tion by the representatives both of the 
South and of the North. IltM-of the future 
of his race he takes a very hopeful view. 
He writes: 
“That which the South de­ 
clares it will not have—ne-pro supremacy 
has no part ri the negro’s plans for his 
future, nor is it desired by him. 
lle sim­ 
ply seeks to exercise undeterred the free­ 
dom to enjoy "ights guaranteed him-as a 
citizen by the Constitution. He leaves all 
else to the future evolution of just public 
sentiment, and to private choice, 
lie has 
no desire to rule over or to hr.rn the whites. 
Pushed from the ground of negro supremacy 
the fear takes t.'se shape of ‘ being left to 
the mercy of an ignorant black majority,’ 
and ‘reconstruction days’ are cited by- ¡Sen­ 
ator Wade Hampton as proof of the evils 
in store, and as reason for abrogating 
the negro’s rights. 
I answer this by say­ 
ing that there could now be no such igno­ 
rant rule as is claimed to have existed 
then. 
The conditions which governed 
those days have changed. 
Tire negro has 
in the meantime made a remarkable ad­ 
vance in Intelligence and education. 
The 
admitted progress of the race has given 
birth to leaders, younger and better edu­ 
cated, to replace those ignorant and irre­ 
sponsible ones. These fears are ground­ 
less and are not at the root of tire feeling: 
but that which does underlie the whole 
matter and which gives the key to the 
disturbance is the deep-seated prejudices 
of color and caste. 
-Vs a member of that 
race, I lielieve the negro is looking over 
the whole situation- as a patriot should 
view it—with an eye not only to his 
own prosperous growth, 
but to that 
of 
the 
American 
people, 
of whom 
he 
considers 
himself 
an 
insepara­ 
ble part. 
With such a view he can but 
take that step which will lead from pres­ 
ent troubles to a fruition of his hopes—to 
be a man among nreti and not simply a 
negro.”

Hoard ol Supervisors. 
The Board of Supervisors met at 10 a. m. 
yesterday. 
Present, Tebbels, Greer and 
Black, Messts. Bates and Boss being ab­ 
sent visiting the new bridges constructed 
at Scott's Bar and Hicksvilie, on Dry creek. 
Henry Jieiss appeared before the Board 
and complained that the road leading from 
the Cosumnes river to Dry creek was ob­ 
structed and rendered ur.passable by fences, 
and asked the Board to have such obstruc­ 
tions removed. 
The Clerk of the Board was instructed to 
notifv tue Overseer of Road District No. 15, 
B. Danie’iF. to have removed the fences 
complained of. 
The "boom” in the American river was 
again a subject of considerable discussion. 
The boom is to he constructed in the river 
a short distance below where the South 
and North Forks come together, so as to 
catch all tnc timber that may be floated 
down either river. 
The company proposes to spend many 
thousands of dollars in straightening the 
river, in blasting oat obstructions and 
putting it in a condition so that logs ein be 
safely and cheaply floated. 
They ask to 
be allowed to charge $1 50 per thousand 
f r booming. Mills will be put up at the 
boom, and millions of feet of lumber 
saw.d at that point annually. The saw­ 
dust would be cither burned or sold to 
pulp mills, at any rate it would not be”al­ 
lowed to enter the river. 
N. L. Drew and E. J. Holt, two gentle­ 
men who have been engaged in the lum­ 
bering business lor many years, say that a 
charge of $1 50 tier thousand for logging 
log» W'.u’d be a very small charge. 
Further consideration of the matter was 
postponed until to day. 


A P ard on. 
The Governor granted a pardon to Joseph 
D. Kelly yesterday, convicted of man­ 
slaughter in Sierra county in December, 
1887, and sentenced to fonryears’ imprison­ 
ment. The Govern or assigns the following 
reasons : 
“ Wherea». a brief statement of the case 
as presented in the petition is as follows: 
The homicide 5.: which Kelly was con­ 
victed was solely ’.be result of a blow of 
the flat side of a pin - cribbage board, with 
whien he struck the deceased on the side 
of the head above the ear, while both were 
standing at the counter in a saloon. Both 
were considerably intoxicated. 
The de­ 
ceits-.i never complained of being hurt by 
th*- blow, nor did ne appear to be. and after 
being struck remained in the saloon for 
some time, drinking and shaking hands 
with Kelly, *Abou: 10 o’clock a. m. of the 
next day he A s discovered in his room in 
an unconscious state, from which he never 
rec overed, and lour days after receiving the 
alleged injury he died. 
" A partial post-mortem examination 
disclosed a clot of coagulated blood inside 
the skull, which the medical witnesses said 
caused :he death by simple pressure upon 
the brain. B : as to whether hemorrhage 
was caused by the blow or was due to the 
excrement of a d:=ea»ei brain, witnesses 
could not agree. 
" It is quite apparent from this statement 
that there is a reasonable doubt as to the 
guiit of Kelly, and under the circumstances 
I believe he has suffered sufficient punish­ 
ment. As he has hitherto born an ex­ 
cellent reputation for sobriety and industry, 
I bare concluded to grant him a pardon.’’

MATTERS POLITICAL. 


T h e R ep u b lican T ick et G ives V ery G en­ 
era l S atisfaction . 
Everywhere yesterday the nominees of 
the Republican Convention of Tuesday 
evening was the subject of very general 
conversation, and gave very general satis­ 
faction.

T H E DEM OCRACY. 
The Democratic City Central Committee 
met last evening at the parlors of the Capi­ 
tal Hotel at 8 o’clock, and immediately 
went into executive session.

12o. 
Last evening Thomas Fox, the Chair­ 
man of the City Central Committee, essayed 
to nse that prerogative, but was sat down 
upon in a most decisive manner. The 
members of the Central Committee ignored 
him entirely and named the full quota of 
delegates. 
As a natural 
consequence 
Thomas was very much iqpensed and told 
the committee in unmistakable terms what 
he thought of them. 
Dick Singleton, ihe 
Democratic boss from the Third Ward led 
the revolt, and Mr. Fox was given to un­ 
derstand that they were running things 
and it it did not suit him he could "w ith­ 
draw and join tbe Prohibitionists.” 
The fight seemed to be entirely on Fire 
Commissioner.

It is not generally known, even by peo­ 
ple who have visited America, that there 
is in Pennsylvania, very near the cities of 
Philadelphia and New York, a population 
of more than two million inhabitants 
which is in many respects strangely like 
what its rural ancestors were in Germany 
more than two centuries ago. Some years 
since there were to be seen in a shop in 
Philadelphia several large books of Lu­ 
theran devotion, in the type and spelling 
of 1540, bound in deeply-stamped white 
vellum, with heavy brass clasps. 
They did not look iike imitation of old 
books, says the Boston Transcript; they 
seemed to be “ the thing itself, but the 
date was recent. 
“ They are for the Penn­ 
sylvania Dutch,” said the book-seller. 
“ They would not believe that the Lord 
would hear them if they prayed to Him 
out of a modern-looking book. And those 
books, as you see them, have been printed 
and bound in that style for nearly two- 
huudred years for the Pennsylvania Dutch 
market, just as they were printed for their 
ancestors during the Reformation. ’ 
There is, probably, no more str’iking in 
stance of conservatism to be found any­ 
where in Eurojve than this; but the spirit 
manifested by the worthy “ Dutchmen” is 
carried out by them consistently in every­ 
thing else. 
“Follow thy father, good son, 
and like as thy father before thee has 
done,” is their golden rule of life. Firstly, 
they always speak among themselves a 
singular 
patois 
called 
Pennsylvania 
Dutch, from tbe word Deutsch. 
“It be­ 
longs,” says Dr. II. Ilarbaugh, “to the 
South German dialects,” and, while par­ 
taking of all, “it is most closely allied to 
the Ptalzisch’’—that is, to the Rhine 
German of the Palatinate. 
In the valley 
of the Susquehanna and 
beyond 
the 
Allegheny 
it is much 
mingled 
with 
English. 
Farther in the West we rind in it traces 
of Scottish, Irish Swedish and French. It 
is specially remarkable in its having re­ 
tained great numbers of old and curious 
German words, such as are now to be 
heard only in the remotest places of the 
Fatherland. We find the influence of the 
unchangeable English article the in der. 
Thus a man will say: “Hen—scherr der 
blind Gaul uf, ruer welle uf der markt 
faltr”—i. e.: “Henry harness the blind 
horse; we will go to market.”

GLENN COUNTY. 
At 1:50 the Senate took up the Glenn county 
bill and Gouchcr moved a call of th e Senate, 
w hich was ordered. 
Senator F lint was brought iu and excused, 
w hen further proceedings under the call were 
dispensed with. 
The nil! w as than read a th ird tim e and dis- 
c::-s:ou of its m erits was commenced. 
Boges called ou Meany to give some reasons 
why the bit! should pass. 
iíean y said th a t th is questiou had been a 
bo:.e oi contention in Colusa county for a long 
time. 
He said th a t two years ago Boggs intro­ 
duced a bill to divide Colusa county, but before 
the session was over changed his m ind and op­ 
posed the measure. 
He w ent ou to say that a 
p u itio n had been circulated w ithin ihe lim its 
of the proposed county w hich had received a 
thousand signatures w ithin tweutv-lour hours, 
lie ihen proceeded to advance the argum ents 
in favor of division, w hich have already been 
pub ished al length. 
Boggs had teen treated 
lairly by the adoption ot an am endm ent set­ 
ting him off into the old couuiv. 
After th at 
h ad ticen done he did not expect further oppo­ 
sition from the Colusa Senator. 
[Mr. B iwers iu the chair.] 
Boggs replied th at at the time the am end­ 
m ent was ad jp ted he announced th at lie would 
no! ‘ease his opposition to the bill on account 
of it. Two years ago he iutroluced a bill to di­ 
vide the county, at the requestor his constitu- 
en,a. 
He had never seen any petition asking 
for a d:v.sion of the eounty. 
He understood 
there > ts > petition here, but he understood 
th at it con aiucd the nam es of all classes ot 
p e pa and not of voters. The eppouents ol the 
Lili .lad tried to get possession oi th at petition 
t * analvze it, but had not been able to do so. 
Ho said that the county of t olusa had only 
about 14 0G0 or 15,000 iuliabitants, aud it was 
exceedingly doubtful w hether the proposed 
new county would have more th an 4,00:.

As a general rule, question* of a strictly local 
im portance were left to the representatives of 
the district affected, aud it ought to be so in

The present county seat uf Colusa 
w as :n the *on: heart corner of the county. The 
poop »• who lived a long distance from the 
county ea: wanted a new eounty, so lhat they 
won d not have to travel so far to the county 
seat, jt was true th at some of the people 
farthest sway firm the countv sear were op­ 
posed to the ntll, but lh at was because the ;-to­ 
pic of that feciiou expected to have a new 
eouuty maile out of the northern poitiou of 
Colusa county and the southern portion of Te­ 
ham a com ;y w ith Orland as the eounty seat. 
The non-ies deut land-owuere w ere for the most 
p a r opp o ed to the bill. The speaker ex h ib ­ 
ited a m ap showing the lands owned by non- 
r o í outs, and sai»1 th at the m en on" these 
leased lauds had signed prtitions against di- 
v.sion. 
as a rule these lauds were owned in 
bit t ks of thousands ol acre* and were inertly 
nniaiproved. Those who resided upon and 
itrjcov» c the r lauds were iu favor of division. 
Twenty-one citizens of Orland had siguxi the 
pet 14KUI ou .-unday last. 
He stood ou the ton ol 
the highest building in Willows Iasi Sunday 
and looked over the level country surrounding. 
It was a rich, productive and glorious country. 
H e iheu took up the question of the value of 
ths property iu the eounty. and said lh at the 
assessed valuation was about *24,000,(XX,. The 
new county would exceed in wealth twenty- 
three counties in the State, according to the 
las’, report of the State Board ot Equalization, 
w hi.e in population it exceeded a still greater 
num ber. 
'to rch er Ihen took up Senator Boggs’ legislat­ 
ive 
reoortl, and cited the journal of the 
T w entieth 
session, 
at 
which tim e Boggs 
w as Chairm an ot the Committee ou Counties 
and County 
Boundaries, 
and reported in 


favor of dividing Solano county and creating ' 
the county ot Vallejo, out o f a territory tw enty ¡ 
m iles square. He read from a m inority report j 
of th at com m ittee, w hich slated lh a t the people 
in the propos» d new county were unauim ously 
opposed to i he creation of the new county, yet 
the Senator now opposed the creation o f a 
county w hen the people in the new county w ere j 
almost unanim ously in iavor oi it. From th e j 
journal of th e sam e session he quoted a report 
m ade by Senator Boggs in iavor o f the creation 
of the county of San Benito, on the ground th at 
the new county would have sufficient area, 
w ealth and population and leave the old county 
in a like condition. The present bill presented 
the same case. He read statistics to show that 
the new county of Glenn would have more than 
double the am ount of assessable property and 
population th an San Benito county had. On 
this stow ing the Sena’or from Colusa ought to 
he the chiet advocate of this bill. 
The speaker argued th at ii was absurd to say 
th at a -em itor represent! g a certain district 
should have the sole say about laws affecting it. 
if this were the case a Senator would be able to 
dictate au»l control everything in his district. 
Each Senator m ight as w ell m eit by him self in 
I his own district aud decide all m atteis affecting 
| it, and the State be bound by th eir action. In 
j regard to subm itting the quest ion to a vote of the 
!>eople. he asserted th at two years ago the 
J friends of the bill proposed to subm it it to the 
, people and Senator Boggs opposed it as bitterly 
as he now did this bill. It was ridiculous to 
I say that Senators did not know anything about 
Colusa couu.y because they had not been there. 
¡ They knew all about the county from the 
school books, the maps, the newspapers, and 
Irom the hundreds of citizens who h ad come to 
the Capitol and given inform ation in regard to 
it. He concluded his rem arks by ail appeal to 
the Senate to pass the bill.

[President pro tem. in th e chair ] 
At 1:45 f. m. Jones m oved to take a recess un­ 
til 8 p. m , in ac ordance w ith a resolution 
adopted at uoen by a caucus of the Democratic 
members. 
The motion w as lost by a vote of 11 ayes to 27 
noes.

It was then decided, on m otiou of Goueher, 
that 
th e consideration of the bill be con­ 
tinued un til 6 p. M., w hen the Senate should 
take a recess until 8 p. M. and then resum e the 
consideration ot ihe bill. 
Campbell said th a t he opposed the bill be­ 
cause the Senator from Colína did so. 
He be­ 
lieved it his duty to vote on local m atters w ith 
the representative from the district affected. 
Preston took the same ground. The custom 
during ail of the session had been to concede to 
the S -uator representing a certain district the 
right to say w hat policy should be adopted. He 
believed in local representation and th at the 
Senators from the various districts were elected 
to represent those districts. He had adm ired 
the conduct of the Senator from Colusa in his 
course in the Senate, in not obstructing legisla­ 
tion and retaliating upou those who were lavor- 
lQg the bill. 
Goueher ask» d w hat he would have done two 
years ago, when the Assem blym an from Co usa 
favored division aud the Senator opposed it. 
Preston replied th at the Assembly was a sen- 
arate body aud the Senate was uot responsible 
for it- actions. He then proceeded to argue 
th at a ,aw rhould be passed perm itting couu 
lies to be divided under a general law. 
Mead said th at he had no intention to say a 
word on ihe bill, but some rem arkable argu­ 
m ents had been used by the last two speakers. 
No Senator could represent but one side of a 
question of this kind, and it was the duty of 
every m em ber on the floor to exam ine the other 
side and see w hether th a t Senator was doing 
his whole duty and fairly representing all of 
the people. 
He had been in doubt how to vote 
upon the bill, but he had visited Ihe proposed 
eouutv ou Sunday last and was convince»! that 
it ought to be created 
It was to be composed 
of forty tow nships of m agnificent country, aud 
the people asked to be allowed to have a county 
oi their own. The old aud new counties would 
both be better off’ for the division. 
He said that 
from the inform ation he had lie believed that 
liaif of the people of Colusa county aud half of 
the people of the town of Colusa were in favor 
ol the division. 
Cam inetti spoke against the bill on the ground 
th at on purely local m atters the representative 
of a county should control the legislation affect­ 
ing it. 
Moffitt asked him w hy he voted against the 
O akland charter, w hich had been adopted by a 
lurge m ajority of the people ol th at city. 
lie replied th at it was because a petition had 
come from people of O akland against the ap­ 
proval of the charter. 
He said that the peti­ 
tion was stolen from Senator G ouchei’s desk at 
a very opportune m om ent to give them a chance 
to get up a new petition at the last m om ent 
w hich the opponents of the bill had no tim e to 
exam ine. 
He took the position th at under the 
Constitution counties could uot be divided ex­ 
cept by a general law. 
The bill laid down no 
rule by w hich the population of the county 
i ould be ascertained. 
No general law had yet 
been passed to provide for this contingency. 
The law was defective in various other partic­ 
ulars 
Tue bill provided lor the election ot a 
".superior Judge.” 
There was no such oflicer 
kuown to the law. 
There was such an officer 
as the “Judge of the Superior Court.” 
The 
Commissioners were authorized to “ designate 
the precincts of the county,” not to define the 
boundaries of the precincts. 
He pointed out 
several 
other 
points 
w hich 
he declared 
w ere 
defects 
in 
the 
bill. 
Under 
the 
Constitution, 
he 
held, 
theie 
was 
no 
authority for the election of a Judge of the Su­ 
perior Court at a special election. 
He m ust 
either be apDOinted by the Governor or be 
elected at a general election. The friends of this 
m easure, if they desi e to m ake it effective, 
should aineud it 11 they wish to have it cou- 
stilutioiial. 
The bill would disfranchise the 
people of Glenn from voting for Congressmen, 
Memb r o the State Board of Equalization and 
Kaiiroad Commissioner at the next election. It 
would lead to litigatiou. He w ould haveoffered 
these am endm ents but for ihe fact that it would 
have h< en charged th a t he was trying to delay 
the bill. 
At 5;35 Heaeock move to take a rece s until 8 
P. M. 
Goueher o p p o ed the motiou and 
Boggs 
favored it. 
The motion was lost by a vote of 15 ayes to 24 
uoes. 
Moffitt said th at no am ount of talk would

[ Mr Bowers In the chair.l 
i-am ineiti stated thet another defect in the 
bill was lhat it disorganized the Board of Super­ 
visors ot Colusa comity and provided no rem edy. 
Boggs replii-d to the argum ents m ade in 
favor of the bill. In regard t>- the bill presented 
by him two years ago. he said lhat during th - 
d e c in n which preceded th at session the ques­ 
tion of division was not an issue 
He sim ply 
introduced the bill at the request of p e o p le d 
the county who favored division. 
He couid not 
account ior ihe loss of Ihe pe.itlon from rcn- 
a'o r Goueher s desk, but he was m rc none of 
the opponents 
of the bill had st.deu it. 
He 
had 
presented 
a 
petition 
bearing 
the nam es of 
500 citizens and taxpayers 
asking the Senate not to p«ss the bill, 
tie ad ­ 
m itid th at the county of Colusa was w ealthy 
and lhat tho new county would be. but this was 
no reason why they should go to extra expense 
for county governm ents. Relerring to the Dariy 
of Senators who visited Colusa county on "Sun­ 
day last, he said th at by the tim e they got to St. 
John they were not in a condition to know 
m uch about the sentim ents of ilie people. He 
adm itted having assisted individingolhercoun- 
ties, but said he did so because the represent­ 
atives of those counties favored the tlivl-ion. 
He denied having m ade any bargains to secure 
the defeat of the Dill. 
Goueher replied to C am inetti's argum ent in 
regard to the constitutionality of the bill. 
He 
said th at the bill was the sam e as that creating 
Kern county, w ith th e exception of the »lause 
In regard to the election of the Judges o! the Su­ 
perior Conn.. T hat Act had be»;u tested, aud 
declared to be ironstituiioual. 
He was inclined 
to think that the power to appoint the Judge of 
th e Superior Court was unconstitu ional. but 
even If th at were true it could not invalidate 
the bill 
These points in regard to defects in 
the bill had only been raised at the last mo­ 
m ent, w hen it was too late to am end it, even if 
its friends desired t -. If on a test ease it was 
deeuled that a Judge could not be elected at a 
special election, a 'l th a t would happen would 
be th at th e Governor would apt oiut the Judge.

But listen to the false strictures and 
vile accusations contained in the Cuprite, the 
leading paper of th at place, words not uttered 
in the flutter of a prim al excitation, blit in a 
Tulip-deliberated editorial. 
[The speaker then read an editorial from the 
paper referred to. w hich severely criticised the 
Governor's action In vetoing the bill, j 
“ Now, I appeal to the m cral sense of both par­ 
ties. 
Arc such utterances just or applicable lo 
Governor W aterm an, who is considered by all 
who know him a m an of hoxest integrity, clear 
perception, sound judgm ent and undoubted ex ­ 
ecutive ability? It m ay ce said that a m a n 
of such excellent attributes m ay err in ju d g ­ 
m ent. Yes, he may, but no one who lays claim 
to consistency of tliongi. t or cxprsssion "will at­ 
tribute to l.is Excellency anything approxi­ 
m ating to m ercenary motives. 
Why, sir, the 
Governor is rich, but if he was as poor as a 
country parson his grand individualism wculd 
assert itself in m anly independence. 
“ He is a m an who dares to do right. Now let 
us sec as to w hether the Governor’s judgm ent 
and decis on were at fault. The Attorney-Gen­ 
eral, his legal advisor, who is surely inferior to 
no l.gal light iu the State, pronounced the 
m easure unconstitutional. 
Bills, sir, often pass 
this House am id din and confusiou w ithout 
receiving due and necessary consideration, but 
when subjected to ihe Governor tor his sig 
nature every lino is scanned and every- pro­ 
vision erit'cally scrufinized, and the supposi- 
tiOL is a just and proper veid ct.

ST A T 81 P R IS O N IN V E S T IG A T IO N . 


The investigation of the affairs of San Quentin 
Prison was resum ed last evening by th e Joint 
Com m ittee of the Legislature, Senator W hite 
presiding. 
Ex-Director J. J. Scrivener was the 
first witness, aud was exam ined in relation to 
the letters w ritten by him to Captain Ben 
Chambers, and published w ith the M cfom b 
letters. The portion w hich re'erred to w hat he 
could "do for ihe boys If this schem e oi his suc­ 
ceeded,” he said had reference entirely to a 
private enterprise of his, ar.d nothing to do w ith 
the prison. 
He acknowledged, however, th at 
the “appointm ents” to which he referred iu the 
sam e connection, had reference to prison ap­ 
pointm ents, but jf these were secured, he said, 
then he would have room for some others in a 
private way, who were pressing him for ap­ 
pointm ents. 
W hen he begged Captain Cham bers to put on 
half a dozen guards for him , it was done be­ 
cause a num ber of friends im portuned him for 
places. “ T hat letterbusine>s,” w hichhad such 
a sensational sm ack i u i t .a s indicating some­ 
thing unquest onably crooked, the witness said 
referred solely to a "private m atter ” A nother 
letter ot witness’, w hich the reporters expected 
would “pan out rich,” was also consigned at 
once to oblivion by an explanation th a t it was 
"w holly relating to a private aflit r.” 
He declined to state w hat Ihe "private affair’’ 
was, but a sured the com m ittee it was such. 
The " syndicate” referred to in one of his let­ 
ters as having been iormed, was not intended to 
indicate th at anything im proper or corrupt ex ­ 
isted. There had been considerable talk that 
the Governor’s policy of the prison m anage­ 
m ent 
should 
be 
sustained, 
aud 
finally 
L uttrell, 
Nonntag 
aud m yself cam e to an 
understanding—it did not rise to the dignity of 
an agreem ent—th at we wouid sustain tne Gov­ 
ernor’s policy and stand by General McGimb 
in any suggestion he m ight m ake. We intended 
to stand together and run the affairs of the 
prison, if necessary, w hatever m ight be the 
opposition of other m em bers of the Board 
Captain Cham bers understood about this a r­ 
rangem ent betw een us, and the Governor un­ 
derstood it. It was also understood between 
us and 
the Governor 
th a t w henever our 
views 
did 
not 
concur 
w ith 
his 
we would resign. Wc agreed not to stand iu th e 
way of the m anner he desired to run the 
prisons. In other words, that he should really 
be the m anager of the prisons and we were to 
carry out his will. This was the intention of 
Luttrell, Sonntag and myself. 1 don’t know 
that Devlin and DePue had any such views. 
Geneial McComb expressed the view th at Mr. 
Devlin was very ind' pendeut aud rather set up 
in opposition, olteu, to the views of the Gov­ 
ernor slid him self. 
My opinion is that there 
was no ground for such a suspicion or feeling 
about the attitude of Devlin and DePue. Mc­ 
Comb very frequently talked w ith us of the 
necessity of our working together—us three to 
carry out th e policy of the Governor and Mc­ 
Comb. 
W hen I spoke in my published letter of hav­ 
ing •• Illggins let into the m atter,” and my 
reference to Gillls, it was about a private m at­ 
ter, and not sta te Prison affairs. I did uot 
know Higgins, but I had a little private affair 
in w hich I w anted his aid. 
W hile I was a 
Director, during the last m onth, I was w ith Mr. 
Sonntag on a jute c» m m ittee. I considered as 
to th e m atter of running the night sh ilt of the 
m ill. 1 obtained my inform ation from General 
McComb. The establishing the night shift was 
part of th e policy adopted by the Governor, 
w hile no one can contend th a t ju te bags can be 
m ade as cheaply at night as during the day, I 
cannot see why bags cannot be profitably m ade 
at night, or. rather, w hy it m ay not be proper 
to do so, as the question of m aking a profit is 
not the principal one in running the prison. I 
understand th a t a profit hss been m ade In some 
of th e m anufacturing departm ents in San 
Q uentin Prison, but I only know it from p jb - 
lished statem ents or reports. 
It would be simply impossible for the Board 
of Directors to exam ine the bills of the prison 
each m outh and know anything about them . 
It ao u .d take one or two w «eksof the B eard's 
tim e each m onth to do so. 
We have to take the 
woid of the W arden and Clerk about it aud 
pass them without know ing anything as to 
w hether they are actually correct or not 
I 
think the plan of prison m anagem ent in this 
regard is all wrong. 
Director Sonntag was called and testified as to 
the arrangem ent to carry out the Governor’s 
policy, and McComb’s m ethod of conducting 
the prison. 
Scrivener rem arked to m e that 
Luttrell would act w ith us, and as we were 
friends of the adm inistration, it would be well 
for us to carry out the plans adorned bv the 
Governor. 
It was quite well understood’ that 
Devlin and l)e Pue were not over friendly to 
the Governor’s policy. I was a warm friend of 
Cap aln Thomas, and I thought Devlin and De 
Pue w anted to throw him oat of his position. 
I never m ade any 
agreem ent to resign, 
nor said I would, if my 
views 
did 
not 
agree w ith those of the Governor. I never 
heard of 
such a thing till 
this evening. 
1 have tried to 
understand the result ot 
ru n n ifg the ju te work* at night. I found th at 
under Shirley’s adm inistration about 450 or 509 
yards w ere turned out in a day ; while under 
General McComb, under the n ;ght shift and 
full day force, it run som ething like 1,400 or 
l,5f0 
vards, 
from 
w hich 
1 regarded 
the 
night shift successful. From w hat was told me 
at the prison, 1 thought the night work Is profit- 
ab'e. I m ade a com parison of cost of produc­ 
tion betw een day and night, and found that it 
cost 4 9 10 cents per bag in the daytim e and 
5 4-10 at night. 
The door, sash and blind factoiy has been 
ran at a profit, as I understand, of from 830,000 
to 530,000. This is as I understand it. The fac­ 
tory is now closed down, however, siuce the 
first of this m onth. 
In exam ination of bills each m onth we tre- 
quently scrutinize the bills and inquire as to 
items. Sometimes we would cut them down. 
It takes us from an hour to an hour and a half 
to audit the bills. There would probably be 150 
bills or so. The way we do Ls to nave our clerk, 
who is independent of the W arden, exam ine all 
the tills before we m eet, and satisiy him self of 
th eir accuracy. 
I know nothing about the building ol the an­ 
nex to the W arden's house at San Quentin. 
I 
understand from the W arden that it cost about 
32,800. I never knew anything about any account 
being kept oi m ade of the co.-1 ol th e building. 
I assume th at the annual report of the W arden 
is correct. I cannot say perhaps th at 1 ever read 
it through—pretty dry read in g ; pick it up occa­ 
sionally and look it over some. 
Am C hsirm an of the ju te Committee and have 
been Ior several years. I never m sde any com- 
miarion on jute. I heard th at it has been said 
th at I m ade a commission of 87CO on ju te pur­ 
chased from one nrm , but it is absolutely false. 
I never m ade a cent on jute purchases. Jute 
prices fluctuate greatly, often 5 per cent. In a 
day or two. The average profit of those firms 
from w hom we purchase our ju te supplies is 
about '1'A per cent. 
Mr. Shanahan read to witness the testim ony 
of Captain Thom as.ln which the latter gave cir­ 
cum stances under which the commission ol 
3700 was m ade by Director Sonntag on a jute 
purchase, as he claim ed was indirectly adm it­ 
ted by Lichtenberg, from whom the purchase 
was made. Sonntag stoutly denied the state­ 
m ent. 
R. Lichtenberg was placed upon the stand 
and denied ih at there was any tru th in the 
statem ent that any commission had been a l­ 
lowed or paid to 1 ¡rector Sonntag, and ex­ 
plained the transaction upon w hich he said 
he presum ed the rum or had t*en based. At 
the 
conclusion 
he 
claim ed 
th a t Captain 
Thomas, iu a conversation upon the subject, 
w anted to know why he did not charge 
enough to m ake his full commission, 
and intim ated that he m ight os well have done 
so, as the State paid 'o r it. 
Witness waxed 
warm about Captain Thom as’ statem ent, and 
said if the Captain had insinuated to him th a t 
any commission had been paid he would have 
struck him in the m outh. 
Captain Thom as was recalled, and testified : 
He w asrcqnested by W arden McComb to w rite 
to the various jut» factories to obtain prices 
He read a copy of the letter sent to them for 
this purpose, and related concerning further 
correspondence and purchases m ade, in w hich 
he claim ed the S70Ó commission transaction 
took place. 
M r. Sonntag stated at the close of the testim ony 
of Captain Thom as th a t he was not C hairm an of 
the Com m ittee on Jute at th a t tim e. 
R. T. Devlin, President ot the Board of Prison 
Directors, testified. 
He knew th at Directors 
Scrivener, Luttrell and Sonntag generally voted 
together, or very frequently did, but he aid not 
know th at they h ad any arrangem ent to act in ­ 
dependent of the re»t of the Board. T hink I 
rem arked to Director Luttrell at one tim e that 
there seem ed to be a com bination existing, but 
I did not rem ark further about it. Sometimes 
Mr. L uttrell scted w ith Mr. DePue and myself. I 
know that General McComb said th a t he thought 
Mr. DePue and m yself were not cordial tow ards 
him , avd I toid McComb so. I have no ap­ 
pointees at San Q uentin Prison. I know notn 
lng personally about Buckley or Higgins con­ 
trolling appointm ents at the prison. 
I know 
th a t there are appointees there from San F ran ­ 
cisco, but don’t know personally at whose in ­ 
stance they secured their places. 
The m atter of th e building of the addition or 
ann»<x to the W arden's resilience was gone over. 
He said the cost, said to be 32,800, was charged 
on the Commissary’s books as ’ general repairs ” 
He objected to putting it under this head, but 
his objection was disregarded. 
W ithout com pleting the cxam lna’ion of wit- 
ntss, the com m ittee adjourned to this evening.
